Strike Leader Encourages His Men 
and Tells Them To Be Good. 


W rites the P olice C hief A sking That 
the Non-Union 
Men Be Dis­ 
arm ed—R iot Still Holds 
Sway . 


Chicago, May 4.—The utter failure 
of the Chicago police to secure free­ 
dom of the streets for the business of 
the firms boycotted 
by the striking 
team sters has moved the center of in­ 
terest outside of actual violence, to 
Springfield. 
Although at this writing 
there seems to have been no request 
made to the governor for troops, it 
seems certain that the request will be 
made. 
An official high in the ranks 
of the executive committee of the Em­ 
ployers’ association said concerning the 
situation and the necessity for troops: 
“We must and will have peace and 
protection in the city. 
The lives, lib­ 
erties aud properties of our city have 
to be cared for. 
We have as much 
right to use the streets for our team ­ 
ing purposes as we have the right to 
breathe the air and enjoy the light that 
heaven gives us. No language Ls strong 
enough to picture the horrors aud 
anarchy that prevail in this city. 


C om p lain s o f th e A ction o f th e P o lice. 
“1 am aw are of the fact that our 
general counsel, Levy Mayer, is sat­ 
isfied that Mayor Dunne is doing all in 
his power to preserve the peace, but 
I am equally satisfied that many of 
hla police are in sympathy with and 
are helping the strikers. They are tak­ 
ing from the teamsters 
and 
their 
guards the sticks and clubs they carry 
for self-protection. It is utterly crooked 
to suggest that the strikers and their 
followers are entitled to carry weap­ 
ons for protection if 
the non-umon 
team sters are allowed to do so. 
Is 
there anybody attacking the strikers 
and their followers? Is anybody throw­ 
ing bricks, stones, iron bolts and rods 
a t them? 


D u ty o f th e P o lice F orce. 
“All the police need to do is to dis­ 
perse the crowds and keep the law- 
breaking rioters and hired 
sluggers 
away from our wagons, and there will 
be peace. 
The police have not pre­ 
served the peace, as tbe daily lists of 
terrible calamities published lu all the 
papers demonstrates. Tbis is irrespec­ 
tive of the willingness or unwilling­ 
ness. ability or inability of the police 
to do so. The peace has not been pre­ 
served. Therefore higher and stronger 
powers will have to be appealed to” 


terosts until the state militia has been 
ealled oat to restore order. Chief of Po­ 
lice O’Neill says he is confident that 
he has control of the situation and 
can keep 
peace in the city. 
Mayor 
Dunne supports him in this view and 
Inns declared that in his opinion the 
emergency has not arisen requiring the 
presence of troops. 
On the other hand the business men 
point to the long list of injured which 
marked the rioting of Tuesday and the 
greater number of those who were hurt 
yesterday, and declare that this alone 
ls sufficient proof that the police are 
not unaided sufficiently strong to cope 
with the stination.. Mayor Dunne was 
emphatic in his declaration that he will 
not acquiesce in any call for outside 
assistance in preserving order. He said 
it would be disgraceful 
to 
ask 
for 
troops until Chicago had exhausted 
1 her 
resources, and said he could call on- 
every able-bodied mad in town to help 
keep the peace. He declared he would, 
however, in this ease not call on either 
the strikers or the strike-breakers or 
tlieir sympathizers. 
The mobs that filled! the streets in 
the business section yesterday were 
larger and uglier in disposition than 
Tuesday. 
There was fighting in all 
sections of 
the down-town 
district 
throughout tbe day and over a dozen 
times the police were compelled to use 
their clubs. 
There was a number of 
instance* where mobs boarded street 
ears and wantonly attacked people rid­ 
ing in them, giving as a “reason” later 
that those assailed were strike-break­ 
ers, when in fact they had nothing 
w hatever to do with the trouble. T. C. 
Carlson, employed 
by 
Montgomery 
Wlard & Co., was struck in the head 
by a brick thrown from the window 
of the strikers’ headquartera The case 
will probably be murder, but no arrest 
was made. Thirty-one names are on the 
day’s c asualty list, and this is not half 
of those hurt.

! 
President Shea, of the Team sters’ un­ 
ion, wrote two letters during the day. 
One was to the strikers in which he 
declares: 
* 
“It is becoming more evident each 
day that it is impossible for the em­ 
ployers to fill the places of our mem­ 
bers with competent drivers. 
Remain 
loyal to your organization and victory 
is assured us. Sufficient funds are be­ 
ing raised to pay each member and no 
one will suffer. 
Thirty thousand dol­ 
lars has already been subscribed. The 
strike-breaking negroes imported from 
southern cities will never make com­ 
petent team sters for a city like Chi­ 
cago and the Employers’ association 
can never w reck the team sters’ unions 
by their present methods. Remain loy­ 
al and preserve the peace of the city.” 
His other letter was to Chief of Po­ 
lice O’Neill, and says: 
"W e have no 
wish to Interfere in any way with the 
performance of your duty as you see 
it, and w ant to assure you that wre will 
aid and co-operate in every possible 
way in preserving the peace and dig­ 
nity of Chicago. 
It seems, however, 
that the presence of firearms in 
the 
hands of Imported colored strike-break­ 
ers, none of whom the general public 
knows anything of concerning their 
past records or actions, has a tendency 
to incite the animosity of the general 
public. 
“It is evident that the interference 
with the Employers’ association teams 
comes from the people upon the side­ 
walk and street, and not from mea 
who are engaged in following their us­ 
ual vocation of driving teams. 
We 
have issued positive instructions to our 
members to refrain from molesting or 
Interfering in any possible way with 
those employes. 
But it seems to us 
that it would be more in accordance 
with good policy to disarm the strike- 
i breakers aud allow’ the police of Chi- 
| cago. whom we believe fully competent 
to preserve peace and order, to render 
the protection necessary for the peace­ 
ful operation of the Employers’ asso­ 
ciation wagons.”

Because they were required to de­ 
liver coal to the company’s customers 
instead of to the strikers’ pickets the 
drivers of Crerar, Clinch & Co. struck; 
then the Hay and Grain Dealers’ asso­ 
ciation 
announced that its 
drivers 
m ust do the same thing. 
They wrill 
probably strike, w'hich will add two 
more to the firms w'ho have conclud­ 
ed to fight this thing out. 
One hundred and fifty wagons of the 
seven express companies went to and 
fro across the city, in many instances 
unguarded by policemen. 
But every 
wagon carried a guard, some of whom 
w'ere armed with Winchester rifles and 
others with heavy double-barreled shot 
guns. 
The guns were in plain evi­ 
dence throughout the day and no a t­ 
tempt wras made to interfere with any 
of the express wagons. 
The trucks of the Scott Transfer 
company were also guarded In 
the 
same manner. 
Men carrying 
rifles 
w’ere on every wagon and around their 
waists were belt* loaded 
with 
car­ 
tridge« . 
The company transacted its 
business as though there had been no 
strike against it. Scott w’as elated over 
the success of the day. 
The employers asked the chief of 
police to permit the police guards to 
ride on the wagons. This would sim­ 
plify m atters and hi many instances 
enable the wagons to outrun the mob 
and get aw-ay without 
trouble. 
The 
chief refused, giving as a reason that 
he dad not want to be criticised as 
“showing partiality.” 
Dr. Dudley Jackson, superintendent 
of the Wesley hospital, declared that 
the striking team sters had endeavored 
to shut off the supply of coal Prom his 
institution. Wagons loaded with coal 
had been turned back, he said, when 
close to the hospital. 
Dr. Henry W. 
Howard, superintendent of the Presby­ 
terian hospital, reported similar condi­ 
tions at his hospital, and the superin­ 
tendent of the Hahnem ann hospital de­ 
clared that a number of surgical in­ 
strum ents ordered for an especial oper­ 
ation had l» een held up by the strikers, 
and that he was able to do nothing that 
would get them to the hospital. 
Alfred S. Austrian, as attorney who 
is employed by the Employers’ associa­ 
tion, left last night for Springfield to 
lay the matter of the useof state troops 
before Governor Deneen. 


A T T H E 8 P R 1N G F IE L D E N D 


L abor Call« on ttio G ov ernor, tint C ip lte l 
Ha« N ot B een A round. 


Springfield, 111., May 4.—A delega­ 
tion representing the Illinois and Chi­ 
cago Federations of Labor called on 
Governor Deneen to place before him 
a copy of the resolutions adopted by 
the Chicago Federation of Labor last 
Sunday requesting the governor not to 
send troops to Chicago until he had 
personally investigated the conditions. 
The committee remained with the gov­ 
ernor for over half an hour. 
They also said the strikers were and 
now’ are ready and anxious to submit 
their contentions to arbitration, either 
by the state board of arbitration, the 
governor 
himself, or an arbitration 
committee which would he agreed up­ 
on by the labor unions. Governor De­ 
neen told the committee that no 
re­ 
q uest for troops had been made upon 
him. 
He is, however, watching the condi­ 
tions at Chicago very closely, and ls 
being kept advised of the developments 
in the labor crisis. 
The governor 
has 
received a telegram from George 
J. 
Thompson requesting a meeting with 
another delegation from the Chicago 
Federation of Labor today, and Gov­ 
ernor Deneen will meet this committee. 
No representative of the Employers’ 
association has as yet called on the 
governor with reference to the strike 
or the possibility of sending troops to 
Chicago.

T h e N y g a l e T a r a n t u la . 
The 
Mygale 
tarantula 
sometimes 
spreads over six inches square, but 
more frequently four or five inches. 
A 
shaggy coat of hair covers the surface 
of the great spider. It is supplied with 
six long, bony legs and two dangerous 
pedlpalps, or strikers, each armed w ith 
a sharp sting and poison 
s a c . 
The 
strikers are frequently mistaken for 
two long legs, and from this arises tbe 
idea that the creature has stings on Its 
feet. 
Two powerful projections, re­ 
sembling jaw's, protrude from the head. 
Under each of these is a curved poison 
fang, similar to a cat’s claw, but longer 
(exactly like those of a rattlesnake), 
which may be lifted, extended and 
hooked into the victim. A person thus 
stung or bitten must cut the tarantula 
away at once, for the spider does not 
seem willing to unhook its fangs. 


C r im e a n d S c ie n c e . 
Lord Chancellor Harwicke and Chief 
Justice Raymond once advised the sov­ 
ereign that he could gTant a pardon to 
criminals under sentence of death if 
they would consent to undergo medical 
experiments for the benefit of science.

The growth of the “mall order 
business has teen very rapid during 
the past few years, and shows no 
signs of diminishing, much to tbe dis 
quiet of many of the smaller mer­ 
chants in tbe cities and towns scat 
tered through the country. 
In the 
old days before railroads the 
mer­ 
chants of each locality sold all the 
goods required by the people of their 
immediate 
vicinity—and 
nothing 
more. Business was local, and that 
was the limit. 
The advent of rail­ 
roads brought the merchant of the 
village and small city somewhat in 
competition with the big city mer­ 
chants, as a result of fast trains and 
cheap postage. 
The establishment of 
rural free delivery routes has almost 
wiped out the small village trader, 
who was usually the postmaster, and 
his store the gathering place of tbe 
town people. 
It will be but a short 
time before the fourth class post- 
offices will give way to tbe 
rural 
routes, and the mail order business 
will be increased. 
This situation is 
well understood by the big mail order 
houses, who are advertising very ex 
tensively through the ooumry. 
This is something that interests the 
merchants of cities, and is a condition 
they will re wbe to investigate. The 
wide awake business man will meet 
this change of conditions. There is 
no reason why the merchants of 
town cannot send merchandise just as 
well by mail to the farmers in this 
section as can a Chicago house. They 
can sell goods just as cheaply, and the 
farmers will naturally prefer to give 
merchants nearest tbe preference. 
Our local merchants have the ad­ 
vantage in time over the house in tbe 
big cities. ▲ farmer can order goods 
one day and they will be delivered by 
the rural carrier the day following. 
The one thing for the merchants to 
do is to convince their country cus- 
tomors th at they shall have fair treat 
ment and prompt service. This can 
only be done by persistent advertis­ 
ing, and intelligent advertising. The 
farmer and the farmer’s wife want to 
know that prices are right, and the 
way to satisfy them is to put the 
price of goods in the advertisements 
The newspapers of every city prefer to 
do business with their own merchants, 
and If given reasonable patronage, 
will shut out the advertisements of 
the big city houses as 
T h e T e l e 
grap h has always dene. 
It is the 
local papers th at are most carefully 
read by the people of the country. 
The merchants of this city can sell 
nine-tenths of tbe goods purchased 
within a radius of ten or twenty 
miles, if they will use the columns of 
their local papers in judicious adver­ 
tising. 
If they neglect their opportunity, 
the trade, or a big portion of it, is 
going to tbe big cities. 
There is 
going to be a tremendous gain in the 
mail order business and it is tbe 
wise merchant who looks after his 
business.

This gives the d rug, when read y 
for shipmen t, the appearan ce of a fatr 
sized can n on ball.

pared in this man n er, opium will keep

properties for fifteen

Cath erine h as, so th ey say , been seen 
rush ing along a corridor with stream ­ 
ing h air and wh ite apparel, closely pur­ 
sued by equally unsubstantial soldiers 
bent on capturing h er. 
Th is is supposed to be a re-enactment 
of a scene wh ich actually took place 
not many day s before Cath erine How­ 
ard’s death oft Tower h ill In 1542. Th e 
unh appy queen, wh o was th en a pris­ 
oner in a room adjoining th e long gal­ 
lery . escaped from h er guards and rush ­ 
ed away to th row’ h erself at th e feet 
of h er roy al h usband and beg for mer­ 
cy. 
Sh e was pursued by h er guards, 
wh o caugh t h er at th e door of th e ch ap­ 
el wh ere Henry was pray ing and drag­ 
ged h er back again to h er prison ch am­ 
ber. 
Ill fated Anne Boleyn does not seem 
to h ave ended h er troubles on th e block 
at th e Tower, for h as sh e not been seen 
driving down th e avenue of Blickley 
park beh ind four h eadless h orses, driv­ 
en by an equally Incomplete coach ­ 
man?* And fair Rosamond seems doom­ 
ed to walk o’ nigh ts along th e river 
bank at Godstone, awaiting h er roy al 
lover, wh o never keeps h is try st. 
But English roy alties h ave by no 
means a monopoly of postmortem per­ 
ambulation. Th ere Is a certain beauti­ 
ful wh ite lady , very fair and queenly , 
wh o is said to h aunt th e rooms and cor 
ridors of th e castle of Sch oubrunn. 
Fair as th e vision is, h er appearances 
are never welcome, for th ey are said 
alway s to h erald a death in th e im­ 
perial family of Austria. Sh e was seen 
in 1807 just before Maximilian, em­ 
peror of Mexico and broth er af th e Aus­ 
trian emperor, was foully murdered 
and again before th e death s of Arch ­ 
duke Rudolph and h is moth er, th e beau 
tlful empress. 
Th e roy al h ouse of Prussia also h as 
its "wh ite lady ,” wh o is only seen in 
th e palace at Berlin before th e death 
of some member of th e reigning family 
Unlike h er sister of Sch oubrunn castle, 
h owever, th e wh ite lady of Germany is 
said to be ill favored, if not downrigh t 
repulsive, and Instead of torch or scep­ 
ter sh e carries in h er h and a common 
or domestic broom; h ence sh e h as been 
irreverently ch ristened “th e sweeper 
Th ere are wh ite ladies attach ed to 
oth er European courts, notably th at of 
Hesse-Dnrmstadt, th e lady wh o inspir 
ed W agner’s "Loh engrin,” but th e odd­ 
est of ail th ese roy ul wraith s is cer­ 
tainly th e red man wh o confines h is 
patronage to th e roy alties of France. 
He used to dog th e steps of Cath erine 
de’ Medici, wife of one French king 
and moth er of th ree, along th e corri­ 
dors at th e Tuilerles; h o h ad a long in­ 
terview, so It Is ch ronicled, with th e 
great Napoleon before h e started on h is 
ill stirred Russian campaign, and it 
may h ave bqen th rough not following 
th e specter’s advice th at Napoleon h ad 
such a sorry h ome coming. And it is 
reported th at h e was seen by th e Em­ 
press Eugenie sh ortly before disaster 
finally overtook th e h ouse of Napoleon. 
—London Tit-Blts.

Th e opera was 
by Corneille, Fontenelle and Boileau, 
wh ich was sung before h is majesty , 
and th e king was so pleased with cer­ 
tain parts th at h e asked to bave th em 
repeated. It took fully a century for 
th e ordinary opera goers to obtain th e 
king’s prerogative for th emselves. It 
came about in th is way : Gluck h ad 
produced an opera wh ich bad been a 
failure: 
but, 
h aving 
rew ritten 
th e 
w’orst parts, h e produced it again. One 
or two songs were accepted tty th e au­ 
dience with applause, and one in par­ 
ticular was demanded a second time. 
Tbe most remarkable encores on rec­ 
ord are th ose wh ich were insisted upon 
by th e late king of Bavaria. Before h e 
was known to be insane, wh en merely 
th ough t eccentric, h e h ad play s per­ 
formed before h im as th e sole auditor, 
th e curtain rising at midnigh t. If h e 
liked th e play h e insisted on h aving it 
repeated at once. But, unlike m o* en­ 
core fiends, h e paid liberally for th em. 
Th ough our word "encore” is adopt­ 
ed from tbe French , th ey th emselves 
do not make use of It in th is connec­ 
tion. Th ey call "Bis, bis,” and obtain 
a repetition.—New York Herald.

In th e Greek ch urch , as in oth er Ch ris­ 
tian ch urch es, th e worsh ip of graven 
images is forbidden, but no objection 
is made to any th ing reproduced on a 
flat surface. 
Th erefore icons are per­ 
mitted in th e form of mosaics, paint­ 
ings, enamels or prints. Th ey play an 
important part in th e religious life of 
th e Russians and are to be met with 
every wh ere—in ch urch es, public offices, 
private h ouses and sh ops. 
A picture 
to become an icon must be blessed by 
a priest, and it is th en regarded not on­ 
ly as an ornament, but as an accessory 
In th e worsh ip of th e Greek ch urch . 
Icons are also worn on th e person, 
wh en th ey take th e form of a plaque 
or a book with two leaves. 
Almost ev­ 
ery soldier wears one on h is bosom, 
and wh en h e pray s be takes out h is 
icon and, opening It, kneels down be­ 
fore It as If It were a portable altar. 
Every regiment h as its own icon, 
wh ich it carries as it would carry its 
banner wh en th e regiment goes into 
battle.

And righ t h ere we may 
pause and trace th e origin of anoth er 
famous nursery rh y me to th e Indian 
cocoon cradle, for did not th e fath er 
of Baby Bunting go a-h unting to get a 
little rabbit’s skin to wrap th at my th ­ 
ical baby in?

on wh ich are w rough t in colored beads 
gorgeous patterns of men, h orses, birds, 
fish and flowers. 
Instead of a wooden 
framework th ey substitute a basket 
work frame of reeds and sometimes 
th ey use seed and grasses instead of 
beads. 
Th e Qh ey enne. Apach e and Coman­ 
ch e Indians ali use cocoon cradles pat­ 
terned after th e Kiowa cradles, but 
th eirs are not ornamented as elabo­ 
rately us th ose of th e Iviowas.

truth , th e grim and warlike Comanch e 
of th e plaius wastes very little time in j 
decorating th e receptacle of h is off- » 
spring. A stout piece of deerskin, fas- j 
tened to an equally stout wooden fram e 
and laced up securely with rawh ide 
th ongs, suffices h is simple need. 
Th e origin of th e cocoon cradle itself, 
like th at of th e redskins, seems wrap­ 
ped in my stery , th ough we migh t with 
reason trace th is primitive cradle back 
to th e Lapps of north ern Europe, wh ose 
babies sleep iu little h ollowed out af­ 
fairs swung down from th e lower 
limbs of trees. 
Th ey are lined with 
moss and laced up, and in sh ape are 
exactly like th e primitive Indian co­ 
coon cradle from wh ich th e modern 
cocoon crudle, beautified and improved, 
h as been evolved.
